This may 
be compared with the 4:57 sunsets that prevailed for 
13 continuous days the first half of last December'— 
the earliest of tile winter. 
But on Dec 20, the sun 
lingered on UU 5; on Jan. 22, it stayed up till 5 JO; 
on Feb. 3, it reached 5:45. 
All this time, of course, 
things have been happening to sunrise, too. Tile 10th 
of this month it will have moved up IO whole min­ 
utes from the 7 40 schedule it was faUowing when 
February began 
Thus, burning the light at both 
ends. the days finally will become as long as the 
nights in the last third of March. 
The earths axis becomes perpendicular to earth’s 
orbit around the sun twioe a year, in March and 
September 
T,he rest of Hie time it Is tilted away 
from the perpendicular in varying degrees, which ac­ 
counts for every tiling that happens. 
Chiefly what 
is happening now is that the days are getting longer 
as the axis- not tile insignificant one in Europe but 
THE axis—slowly approaches a 90 degree angle to 
the orbit.
